At tneir national gatnertngs tney 
have listened to various wild schemes in 
this direction. They have been trying 
to get rid of the requirements to deposit 
United States bonds in tbe treasury as 
security for the gurernmeol'a guarantee 
of their bank note.s. The big chiefs of 
tbe money powor kept tbe bankers muz¬ 
zled last autumn while fighting against 
free coinage, because they could not af¬ 
ford to allow their rotten sebemea come 
to light. Rut when the election was 
over these nimble gentlemen commenced 
to move. Tbe Indianapolis convenlien 
of bankenandof delegates from boards of 
trade and all sorts of commercial asaocia- 
tions gave vent to the longing desires 
and hopes of the rag-money power. That 
bodv appointed a committee to inaugu¬ 
rate the revolution which should abolish 
all money except that made of rags and 
that made of gold. Their ciy was: 
“Down with tbe paper currency of the 
government, and upwith thepiper notes 
of the banks." This committee is now 
in Washington instructing congress how 
to bring on this tinancial millennium. 
The two great principles Involved are: 
gold coin,only, for the paymentuf debts, 
and an ‘'elastic’’ bank currency wbicb 
will help tbe people to get into debt, so 
that the gold sharks can rob them of 
their property when they need tbe gold 
with which to pay tbeir debts. Tbe gold 
dealers and tbe rag nioneyites are nil 
in the aaine interest though they 
generally try to seem separate from each 
other. It is the businera of tbe rag 
money promoters to make it eaay for 
men who have property aecurities to get 
iuto debt to the full amount of the se¬ 
curity they can giye by mortgaging or 
■otherwiae pledging their property. A 
borrower would alwaya be aatiafied to 
borrow (he "elastic currency" provided 
for him by the banks. But bo would 
be compelled to pay in gold whenever 
required to de ee, because that would be 
only legal tender money. The struggle 
between spendtbrlfte and usnren ie an 
unending one, and with spendthrifuand 
tiiurere claie all who atake their fortnaee 
on great businesa enterprises. 

These obeervatione are suggested by 
two bills which were introduced in the 
bouse of representatives on the 27lh ef 
Merch. The tariffblll was then grinding 
•long in that body toward the inevitable 
boar, five days later, when it waa certain 
to paaa by a party vote. These bills are 
Nos, a,841 and 2,841, and are printed 
elsewhere. Both of them are introduced 
by Mr. Walker, of Massachusetta, who la 
the awaahbuckler of tbe coalition be¬ 
tween the gold ipeculaton and the rag 
money promoters. His first bill is en¬ 
titled "A bill to call in and cancel the 
paper money new injuring tbe prosperity 
of tbe country."

IVrhap* the most intcrvsllng 
sectian of this remarkable bill Is the fol¬ 
lowing: 

'•{‘wetion S. That the treasurer of the 
United ^tatca is hereby autli<>rieo«l and 
directed to pay out of any moneys in the 
treasury not otherwise appropriated all 
(he circulating notes of any insolvent 
national liauking a««>ciatit>n which were 
dclivercil to such asscH-iatioii by the 
comptroller uf the currency that are not 
paid out of the assets of s'licb insolvent 
asaociatinii by the receiver uf such asso¬ 
ciation." 

According to this the government is to 
guarantee the payment of all the bank 
notes of all insolvent banking associa¬ 
tions, but is not to l>e secured, as at 
present, by any dejiosit of bends or any 
(hint else. 

We do nat heiitate to say that as a 
financier we regard Mr. Walker as a 
daisy. Indeed, it would sot be too much 
to say that be is a peach. If we were to 
suggest any amendment to hia banking 
bill it would be that every individual, 
as well aa every corperation, should have 
tbe privilege of issuing notes printed by 
tbe government, sod that whenever ao 
Individual for whom (he notes hud tliua 
been provided should fail, (bey be re¬ 
deemed out uf any moneys in tbe treas¬ 
ury not otherwise appropriated. Nothing 
wuuld provide the people so easily with 
"a safe, ample, elastic and cheap car- 
rency." as to let every man isMuebisowo 
notes, printed for him by tbe govera- 
ment, and payable by tba government 
whenever he becomes s baokrupt. Mr. 
Walker being from Masaaebuaettu, and a 
Republicao, of course hii bills are sound 
money measures. We shall watch with 
curluaity tbeir cooalderatlon to tbe bouse 
committee on bonking and currency.— 
Cincinnati Enquirer.
